Shelves have been 
added to the Librarian’s room; rubber matting has been 
placed in front of the Librarian’s desk and a storm window 
has been put in back of the desk. 

During the year your Trustees have received a legacy of 
five hundred dollars, given by the late James H. Locke of 
Kittery, Me., ‘“‘the income only to be used to buy books of 
history, biography, poetry, travel, narrative and books of art 
from the best authors.’”’ He also gave twenty-five dollars 
for the purpose of setting out two ornamental trees in front 
of the Library Building and giving perpetual care to same. 
This matter has been attended to; two Koster Blue Spruce 
trees have been set out, eight dollars of the tree fund being 
used to pay for them.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 
To the Citizens of Rye: 

Last June, Mr. Carl Cotton was re-elected to serve as super- 
intendent of the schools in this district. Huis services in that 
capacity are increasingly valuable, we believe, to this town, as 
shown by the ability of the teachers whom he has selected to 
place in our schools, and the improved general conditions of 
the system. 

During the year past there have been two changes, only, in 
our teaching force, caused by the resignation of Miss Dicker- 
son at the West, and of Miss Hett at the Grammar. These 
vacancies were filled by Miss Brown and Miss Newton, two 
very able young teachers, both from Portsmouth Training 
School. 

Miss Hoyt continues her work as special teacher of music 
as heretofore. Her interest and enthusiasm you are familiar with. 

Aside from the changes mentioned, the year has moved 
smoothly, and this unbroken period of constructive work 
has, we feel, resulted in a very definite gain all through our 
school system. 

Manual training for the boys, and sewing for the girls, have 
been introduced at the Grammar School, bringing with them 
added interest in all the school work, and developing a 
better spirit among the pupils there. 

Recognizing that upon the physical well being of the child so 
very much depends, we have raised the pay of the janitors to a 
figure which, we hoped, would make it worth while to give the 
time necessary to performing the janitor service with especial 
thoroughness. We then asked the janitors to place themselves 
under contract in order to standardize the work throughout 
town. 

More frequent and thorough sweeping and dusting, washing 
the floors once a week, and liberal use of disinfectants, are 
among the duties called for in the contract. 

In accordance with the Programme of Studies issued by the 
State Department of Instruction, the board have under con- 
sideration the matter of establishing a ninth, and, quite prob- 
ably, a tenth grade at the Wedgewood Grammar School, 
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thereby forming a Junior High School of four classes. We 
believe that there is much to be said in favor of this plan. In 
order to carry it out, however, it will be necessary to provide 
another recitation room. 

With a full appreciation of your helpfulness in the past, we 
yet wish to appeal for a closer co-operation between the parents 
and all school officials, to remind you that in the matter of 
making our schools a success each one of you has an individual 
responsibility that may not be shifted. We wish to urge more 
frequent visits to the schools for the purpose of gaining: first 
hand information as to their work and to secure personal 
acquaintance with our teachers. 

A careful estimate of our needs for the coming year leads 
us to submit to the Selectmen the following to be raised ac- 
cording to P. 8.

It seems to me that the parents do not realize the 
necessity for watching their children’s mouths and keeping 
the teeth clean and in good condition. Aside from that, 
I think the children in Rye Schools average to be in good 
physical condition. :

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Rye School Board: 


It is with pleasure that the third annual report of the 
condition and progress of your schools is submitted. Per- 
haps the most noteworthy characteristic of our time is the 
scrutiny with which we are examining our work to ascertain 
just what our attainments are, and whether or not these 
attainments, as such, are valuable. 

While it has been customary to maintain our schools upon 
a basis which we have felt adequate for our needs, but little 
has been done to determine accurately what the achievements 
of our schools actually should be, and are, and whether or 
not the pupils are making the progress they should in the 
subjects which they pursue. 

Our state course of study has been outlined carefully with 
this thought in mind, viz., what the achievements of our 
pupils should be. What our achievements in discipline, de- 
portment and scholarship are, are matters for careful exam- 
ination either by ourselves or some third party who is expert 
in such matteis. 

Accurate measurements, of a type which determine ex- 
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actly what the progress of the child is in his school subjects, 
are required. These measurements, to be of greatest value, 
should be comprehended by the teaching force and should, 
in themselves, be of a constructive character. By the latter 
statement, I mean that the test must not be a time “killing’’ 
affair, like the traditional examination, but that each test 
must be of such a nature that the child is really educated by 
the performance of the work of the test. 

With this intention I have devoted a part of the time the 
past few years to the development of-a series of tests in the 
fundamental subjects of the course and a systematic record 
of the same. These tests may not be the fullest or the best 
tests which may be made in the respective subjects. They 
are, however, adequate to the needs of this district. Much 
of the recording and clerical work, which would naturally 
fall to a clerk, is done by the teacher and children. In doing 
this work they note the significance of the tests and are in- 
fluenced by them. The treatment of each subject is not so 
full that the work in only one or two subjects may be meas- 
ured to the exclusion of the remaining subjects. 

The work of the various grades from the fourth to the 
eighth inclusive was measured and recorded last November 
and December in the subjects of addition, subtraction, multi- 
plication, division, writing, spelling, composition and reading. 
The marks of each pupil were recorded by both the teacher 
and supervisor so that a comparison may be made next spring 
in the same subjects. In this manner the attainments -of 
classes and individuals may be measured for the purpose of a 
comparison or a correlation. 

The test in addition, Woody’s, consists of a set of thirty- 
six carefully graded problems, beginning with a very easy 
problem, such as may be readily performed by a first grade 
pupil, and each problem in succession becoming more difficult 
to the last one, which is a problem too difficult for more than 
ninety percent. of the eighth grade to solve. These tests are 
made up not only of problems which are mechanical or drill 
problems, but scattered among such problems are some 
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dealing with the concrete application of the fundamentals 

Fractions, decimals, percentage, and denominate numbers 
occur with a sufficient frequency to afford a practical exam- 
ination for upper as well as lower grade vvork Pupils are 
marked upon a basis of the number of problems correctly 
performed. 

Two records, as previously stated, are made of the marks 
of the pupils, one in the journal of the teacher and one in the 
supervisor’s journal for the purpose of comparing the marks 
of the pupil in future tests and for the purpose of making the 
test more significant to the teacher for the reason that she 
has taken part in them personally. Any system of giving 
tests in the school room, which avoids the latter element, 
is sure to fail if the purpose of the supervision is at all con- 
structive. 

The writing and spelling tests are usually made at one time, 
particularly in the upper grades. The words that are to be 
spelled from the Ayer’s list are better understood when given 
in sentences than when given word by word. The completed 
paper then affords a sufficient basis for a mark both in writing 
and spelling. In some grades, however, the writing has been 
rated from the pupil’s paper for measurement in English com- 
position. 

In judging the writing, it is planned to have all of the pupils 
judge the merits of each paper, the teacher and the super- 
visor adjusting the final rating. By such practice it is ap- 
parent that the pupil becomes more or less expert in judging 
all kinds of writing which serves as an impelling motive to 
cause him to better his own handwriting. In tests of all kinds 
the more significant the test to the pupil the more value will 
attach to it as a constructive measure for school work. 

Composition was rated upon the Hillegas Scale. This scale 
is adequate for the rating of the quality of English composition 
in the grades where the judgment of the teacher has been 
developed in the use of the scale. A few teachers’ meetings 
have been devoted to practice in the use of the several scales. 
Such practice has produced more accurate ratings than any 
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personal guess of the teacher possibly could have produced. 
The judgment of the supervisor as a final check upon the rat- 
ings in English composition is usually sufficient for an accurate 
rating. 

A seale devised by Deputy H. A. Brown of the New Hamp- 
shire Department of Research has been used for measuring 
the efficiency of the pupils in silent reading with slight modi- 
fications. The pupils are required to read a minute from a 
selection involving ten or twelve ideas. At the expiration of 
the minute the pupil draws a circle with a pencil around the 
word where he stopped reading. He is then required to write 
immediately the substance of what he read. He then is re- 
quired to count the number of words which he read and the 
number which he wrote. The product of the two numbers, 
pointing off two places, gives an index of comprehension used in 
the scale. To eliminate error the substance of what he wrote 
is scrutinized by the teacher and supervisor. If the ideas of 
what the pupil read are nou present in the substance of what 
the pupil wrote, the rating is cut relative to the number of 
ideas missing in the matter read. 

The marks, in the respective subjects, are transcribed in the 
order of their merit, the middle number of each class (about 
the average, but more accurate) is found and recorded. The 
point, in the distribution of the marks, upon the scale, above 
which seven percent. of the best pupils are located, is found and 
recorded. The latter point or mark is used as a standard for 
teachers and pupils to aspire to attain and is a convenient 
figure to secure the amount of deviation of the individual scores 
of the pupils and the deviation from the medium class score. 
The New Hampshire State Department regards this standard 
as a reasonable one for possible attainment. 

The work of the intermediate school, often called the junior 
high school (seventh and eighth grades), has been developed 
in accordance with the new state programme and along the 
lines suggested in last year’s report. The work introduced in 
manual training and sewing has been attacked with avidity. 
Some good objects, both in manual training and sewing, have 
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been made. ‘They are upon exhibit in the school rooms and 
are well worth seeing. 

English composition and grammar have been introduced in 
the fifth and sixth grades, in accordance with the new outline. 
Geography and grammar are being completed, as rapidly as 
possible, in the seventh and eighth grades to make way for 
the proper courses in history, elementary science, mathematics, 
practical arts and literature. 

The best educational thought seems to call for a junior high 
of three or four years, followed by a high school course of three 
years, the last of which may be the equivalent of the first year 
in college. 

The attendance in all schools has held about the same for the 
past three years which indicates a stable condition of affairs. 

Tardiness remains with us to a greater extent than is de- 
sirable. Our tardiness ought not to average over one mark 
for each pupil per year. 

We are fortunate to have with us this year as last year 
Misses Boutwell, Patterson and Anderson. Miss Dickerson 
accepted a position at Hampton Falls at an increased salary 
and was released by the School Board. Miss Hett did not 
accept her re-election to the intermediate school, but decided 
to try for a larger position, which she succeeded in obtaining at 
Revere, as a departmental teacher in one of the grammar 
schools. 

These vacancies have been filled respectively by Miss 
Josephine Brown of North Hampton and Miss Jane Newton 
of Portsmouth. We have five hardworking, progressive 
teachers who are not only doing effective work in the school 
room but are growing in their profession. 

While the Parents-Teachers Association has been without a 
president for a part of the present year, its influence has 
already been felt in the school rooms. There is no question 
that the pupils work better and are more amenable to school 
discipline when the teachers and parents meet once in a while 
either in the evening or in the schoolroom. 
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I am glad to report that parents in increasing numbers are 
visiting our schools. 

At two of the schools, school gardens were maintained. It 
was with no little pride that the school officials, upon a visit 
to the school houses last Summer, noted that these gardens 
were receiving attention by the pupils. One of our pupils, 
Arthur Parsons, was awarded first prize by the General Edu- 
cation Board for the best plot of potatoes, grown by a boy, in 
the County. 

Some alterations may be necessary to the Wedgewood School 
in case we wish to develop the practical arts and the inter- 
mediate school to the full extent. An extra room will give 
much desired space for the practical arts and could be utilized 
tor a classroom. 

Some additional grounds for play is also much to be desired 
if we wish to carry out a school programme based upon the 
work, play, study idea. 

I wish to again express my appreciation to the School 
Board for the courteous and considerate attention given to 
my own work and to the problems which make for a better 
supervision and administration of our school system.
